Be it enacted by the Queen’s most BxceUont Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Sph-itual and Temporal, 

10 and Commons, in tliis present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

Trelirtiinary . 

1. “ Prmoipal Act ” in tlris Act moans the Act passed in the 
Session of the Thirteenth and Eomteenth Years of the Reign of 
15 Her present Majesty, Chapter Sixty-nine, intituled “ An Act to 
“ a mend the Laws which regulate the Qualification and Regista- 
“ tion of Parliamentary Voters in Ireland, and to alter the Law for 
“ ratinn’ immediate Lessoi-s of Premises to the Poor Bate in certain 
[Bill 213.] ^ 
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" Borouglis,” amended By “ The Eefii'esentation of the People 
(Ireland) Act, 1868.” 

Applimtion 2. This Act shall apply to Ireland only, 
of Act.

Registration op Parliamentary Voters in 1868. 

In- Counties. 

4. Por the Pui-pose of forming a Register in tlic Year One 
thousand eight hunched and sixty-eight of all Persons entitled to 10 
vote in the Election of a Knight or Knights of the Sliirc to serve in 
Parliament for the several Counties in Ireland in respect of the 
Franchises confeired hy “ The Representation of the People (Ireland) 

Act, 1868,” the Clerk of the Peace for every County sliall cause a 
sufficient Niunljer of Forms of Prccc'pts, Notices, and Lists to ho 16 
printed as req^iui'cd, accordmg to the respective P'omis (numhered 

1, 2, 4,) in the Sclicdule (A.) and of the Tal)lc in the Scheduio 
(C.) to this Act annexed, and shall also, on or before the JPouHh 
Day of August in the lear One thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-eight, make and cause to ho delivered to the Clerk of 20 
eveiy Poor Law TJnion situate wholly or in pai't within his County, 
his Precept, according to the Poim (numhered 1.) in the said 
Schedule (A.), and One or more of the Forms (numbered 2.) in 
the said Schedule. 

5. The Clerk of each Poor Law Union wholly or in part within 26 
the Limits of any County in Ireland shall, on or before the Mghtli 
Day of August in the Year One thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
eight, make out and transmit to the Clerk of the Peace of each 
County into vhich any Part of such Union extends a List or 
Retium for each Barony or Division of a Barony of such County 30 
situate within such Union of every Male Person of full Ago who 
shall he rated in the last Rate made under the Acta for the more 
effectual Relief of the destitute Poor in Ireland, jointly with 
any other Person or Persons as the Occupier of any Lands, Tenc- 
mcni^, or Hereditaments situate in such Barony or Di'^ision of a 35 
Bai'ony, and within such Union, of a net annual Value of such an 
Amount as when divided hy the Number of Occupiers would give 

to each such Occupier a net annual Value of IVclve Pounds or 
upwards, and also a List or Return of every Male Person of full 
Age who shall have been rated in the said Rate as the Occupier of 40

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lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments of a net annual Value of 
Twelve Pounds or upwards wliere tlic Premises in respect of

TJnion shall have reasonable Cause to believe that such Person is not

made for such County, or is dead, as the Case may be ; and such 
Beturn shall bo signed by such respective Clerk of the TJnion, and 
shall bo verified by liim as true and correct, according to the best of 
his Belief, by an Oath or Declaration to be made or taken by him before 
36 some Justice of the Peace in and for the said County within which 
such Lands arc situate, or the County in which the Dnion Work- 
house is situate, and which Oath or Declaration any such Justice 
is hereby authorized and required to administer or take.
